It often seems that football gives its 
protagonists a damned good kicking 
while they are down, before letting 
them back up again. 


Take the Brisbane Strikers, most recent 
home game against the Kingz FC, for 
example. Desperately needing points to 
escape the NSL cellar, the Strikers turned 
on an exciting display of full-blooded, 
committed and attacking football only 
to be undone by the sensational form of 
Kingz goalkeeper Michael Utting. The 
outcome? Another loss and another 
lonely week in the cellar. 


This sort of thing is hard even for the 
most experienced Strikers players to 
deal with. “I was gutted, devastated”, 
said Peter Grierson of the result, adding 
that Utting's display was the best he had 
seen from a goalkeeper at Ballymore. 
And Brisbane Strikers goalkeeper, 
Jason Kearton, wryly observed “We've 
done it a couple of times this season 
- outplayed our opponents for long 
periods in a game, then given away a 
goal and, before you know it, you come 
out of the game with no points”. 


That game typified the season so far 
for the Brisbane Strikers. Despite 
often playing well, nothing much has 
gone right. You know things are quite 
remarkable when three of the team's 
most experienced players are left 
scratching their heads when asked when 
they last experienced anything like it, 
and how things can be turned around. 


Grierson said he had never endured 
a run of results like the one currently 
bedevilling the Strikers and saw no easy 
answers. “It's hard to pinpoint one thing 


(that would turn things around), he said. 
“We just have to keep working hard 
and staying positive. We're creating 
plenty of chances - it's when you don't 
create chances that you've really got 
problems”. 


Kearton, a professional footballer 
for over a decade, has also never 
experienced a trot like the one the 
Strikers are in. “There's no magic 
solution”, he said. “If there was, 
everyone would be doing it. It's just a 
case of going back to grass roots and 
basics. All good teams go through bad 
runs - it's a sign of a good team to come 
out the other side”. 


But perhaps the last word should go to 
Kris Trajanovski, who has seen it all in 
his 300 NSL games. Trajanovski also 
stressed the need for hard work and 
said he was encouraged by some of the 
football his team is playing. But then 
he remembered a time from his days 
at Marconi when that team needed 
to lose no more than one of its last 
nine matches to make the finals. The 
solution then, he said (with a trace 
of exasperation) had been “to play 
unattractive football....sometimes you've 
got to grind out results. You can play all 
the good football you want, but it's not 
much fun when you lose. Sometimes, I'd 
rather play rubbish and win games.” 


No doubt if the Brisbane Strikers 
play ugly and win tonight, many 
supporters will see only beauty in the 
performance.
